Ibe Agreement in Practice! 

* The Wiesbaden Agreement called forth a lo»d echo In the root of ths 
world* The Middle European preae vest of the Iron Certain took the pot it ion, 
in leading prtiolee* that thie agreement was the first attempt to find a 
democratic eolation to the problem of the inter-relations of the multiple 
nationalities in the Danube area* Critical to ices maintained that the FROUALA 
movement represents only a *»aH ee^oent of the Ciechoelovaklan people. On 
the si'ie of the SMeten hermane* a position vae taken as a oonaea^once of 
several aasasblies in which nim>ero«s negative opinions wero also voiced* the 
Chief argument against the agreement vac directed wnea^l vocally against 
Moscow and meant nearly a declaration of war against the Kremlin* 

the majority of the 8«dsten Oeraene were In favor of the agreement 
and are flimdy convinced that only by common measurer taken by the Western 
World at a whole will their return to their homeland become possible, 

the agreement struck echoes particularly In the other small D*n*bs 
states; In partlowlar* great Interest has been shewn by the ^VralnlsAit the 
Slovakians* and Hungarians, (A particularly close connection exists between 
the Arbelttgemelneehaft and the 8lovakian Rational Commit too In Washington* ) 

It le known that the Slovakia m fell into three gronpei the first and 
Mall eat gronp under the former Csech representative to ’WO, FAPFAH3C* feels 
that it otlll belongs to the 08R and belongs to the fcmoeil of free 
Osechoelovokla* lod by RXHCA* The second group* according to the evaluation 
of PRCHALl people and the opinions of *04 weil-infoimed Slovoks, feels that 
it is part cf the covenant led by Oathollolsm and is nnner the leadership of ^ 
the former Siovaklar. Minister 81D0H* presently In Washington* The strongest 
repr esent ative of this growp is tho former Slovakian ambassador to the 7atloa*i 
DTOCAFSKT, presently In Brasil* 81 PGR and ITRGAHSKY support an in dtp on dent 
Slovakia within the framework of a federation of Xfeimbo States* In this 
sense they agree with PKCRALA and a large part of the 8*dottn Oermane* Thie 
endeavor by 8 1 LOR and ITP.GAKSKY finds Its chief support in the Tati eon, which 
has a strong interest In the rs-b^ilding of a Catholic federation in the 
Danvbo conntrleo* Neither PF.GHA1A nor the 8ndeten Gormans nor the Slovakian# 
have particularly olose oonnootions to Otto Ton HABSB^TO, Only the o*t» 
spokonly Catholic groups rockon with a return of the RABrB’TOS. Tho olosest 
connection, in this rospeot is between Otto Too HABSP'no and tho Hungarian 
s&igration, which has been sought o-t repeatedly In recent months and weeks* 
in Oers^any and Austria* by ^tto Ton HABSR’lo)* 

All of the national it las ar.d emigre growp« have a firm and Joint 

conviction that the 1 time of bjoU* in^openaent, national states hao passed 
and that in the future a solution con be fo^nd only within ths fromework'Of 
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a ’’fcited State# of Europe* In this sense, all sroh groups are member# of the 
Vestern world, and deserve spooled attention* It vo^ld be a mistake to leave 
all of those nationalities, exiles, and emigre groups to their own devloei T 
for they will be purposefully worked upon by the infiltrators and agents of 
the Bolshevist
